The Doctors of the 
Catholic Church 
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XI. ST. CYRIL OF ALEXANDRIA, 
BISHOP AND CONFESSOR. 


T. CYRIL, who succeeded his 
uncle Theophilus as Bishop and 
Patriarch of Alexandria in 412, has 
always been greatly venerated both 
in the East and West. By his ap- 
peal to Pope St. Celestine I against 
the teachings of Nestorius, Bishop 
and Patriarch of Constantinople, he 
brought about two historic declara- 
tions of great importance. His ap- 
peal, “made according to ancient 
custom,” was a specific recognition 
of the supreme authority of the 
Bishop of Rome in matters of doc- 
trine. As a result of the appeal he 
secured to Our Lady the. title of 
“Theotokos’—Mother of God. This 
title had an important bearing on 
the doctrine of the Blessed Trinity 
and the union of the Divine and 
human natures in Our Lord, which 
Nestorius denied, saying that there 
were two persons as well as two 
natures in Jesus Christ. 
The famous Oecumenical Council 
of Ephesus which followed, in 431, 
declared Our Blessed Lady unques- 
tionably the Mother of God, —- 
demned the Nestorian heresy, de-

His furth- 
er criticism of their advertising 
methods, namely the glad hand, 
Negro singers, free ginger ale, and 
worst of all, St. Mark’s of New 
York City employing rhythmic 
Greek dancers to beguile the jaded 
congregation, is beside the point 
and of little importance. 

It is not wholesome to drag the 
mistakes of men into the sunlight. 
They are consistently inconsistent 
when juggling the dogmas of Pro- 
testantism, which in its concept, is 
a contradiction.

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Asks Protestant Aid in

Cardinal Faulhaber, of Germany, 
recently issued a call to German 
Protestants to make common cause 
with Catholics in defense of Chris- 
tianity against pagan and radical 
teachings by Nazis. The Cardinal 
warned that efforts are being made 
to repudiate the Old Testament and 
even Christ Himself for the sake 
of racial ideology. '

If every state government feels it- 
self obligated to prevent crime and 
to punish the guilty, why does it not 
require the producers of motion pic- 
tures to observe a code designed to 
prevent crime, immorality, divorce? 
The producers of our movies did 
sign such a code a few years ago, 
but they have not only violated it, 
but have swung to the opposite 
extreme, and are doing all within 
their power to demoralize youth, 
and to make immorality and crime 
popular. 


Are Defying Moral Law 


It is not necessary for the State 
to pass censorship laws in order to 
cure the Hollywood producers. 
They would be cured very speedily 
and thoroughly if popular indigna- 
tion rose against them as against 
the individuals who take law into 
their own hands. What are the mo- 
tion pictures producers doing if not 
defying the moral law, and, in effect, 
defying the laws of every State? 

It has been disclosed that eighty- 
six per cent of all motion pictures 
shown throughout the world are 
made in the United States, and that 
ninety per cent of this eighty-six 
per cent are produced in Hollywood, 
Some countries of Europe and even 
India have objected to the showing 
of American made pictures “be- 
cause of their indecency.” 

It is estimated that even during 
these past four years of unemploy- | 
ment there has been an average of 
70,000,000 American people in at- 
tendance at the moving pictures 
every week, at an average cost of 
eighteen cents, or a weekly outlay 
of more than $12,000,000.00. It is 
estimated that American pictures 
are shown to 150,000,000 people 
outside of the United States, at an 
average cost of fourteen cents, or 
an outlay of more than $20,000,- 
000.00 a week. It is the mone 
which talks to the producers me | 
therefore, if people could be 
aroused to stay away from the 
show houses until the films shown 
would show a regard for decency 
and morality, the money to the pro- 
ducers would not be forthcoming, 
and therefore a housecleaning 
would eventuate for a certainty. 

At the recent meeting of the

Chief Laughlin died in his sleep. 
His death was discovered at 4 a.m. 
by a nurse. The patient according 
to the attending physician had 
been dead about an hour, It was 
stated by Dr. Kruse that death 
was caused by generalized arterial 
sclerosis which had _ centered 
around the blood vessels of the 
heart. He had been under a physi- 
cian’s care for two years, seven 
weeks ago his condition becoming 
serious. A diagnosis made by his 
physician was confirmed by the 
Cleveland clinic and upon his re- 
turn from Cleveland he entered St. 
Joseph’s hospital for rest and ob- 
servation. His unexpected death 
however was a profound shock to 
his relatives, the members of the 
police department, city officials 
and his many friends. During the 
four years he has served as chief 
of the police department he had 
developed a wide circle of close 
friends. 

Though confined to the hospital 
he maintained his usual cheery 
and optimistic disposition, many 
friends visiting him. Several of 
the Fort Wayne clergy had seen 
him during the week and some of 
the pastors called on him the after- 
noon preceding his demise. 

Chief Laughlin was a member 
of the police department for more 
than 17 years and prior to this 
was a member of the fire depart- 
ment.

The deceased was a prominent 
member of St. Jude’s church and 
was markedly active in the relig- 
jous and social affairs of the par- 
ish.

RECENT CONVERSIONS

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Herbert Parrish wrote his article 
directly between the periods we in- 
tend to examine.

The favorable effects of per- 
secution, unpleasant as it is to 
bear, are recited by the Presi- 
dent of the French Protestant 
Federation in answer to a let- 
ter of inquiry sent him by an 
editor of a Swiss paper. 

According to the LITER- 
ARY DIGEST under date of 
September 16th, 1933, M. 
Boegner, the President of the 
Protestant Federation, writes:

Father McCarthy also warned 
against the injustices of capital- 
ism and other false philosophies 
and their resultant injustices. 
“Against these,” he said, “no one 
has raised a sterner or juster 
voice of protest than the head of 
our church, the two Popes, Leo 
XIII and Pius XI. But ancther 


test against the injustice of capi- 
talism. It is the harsh, strident 
voice of Red communism. Which 
will prevail? Will it be Rome or 
Moscow? Will men listen to the 
gentle voice of Christ speaking 
through His vicar, asking only 
that justice be done in charity to- 
ward all—rich and poor alike—or 
will it be the horrifying voice 
which, echoing over one-seventh 
of the earth’s surface, awakened 
forces which,. having robbed a 
great nation of her soul, still 
bludgeons the exhausted bodies of 
150,000,000 human beings into 
passive submission to a reign of 
terror?” 

Father McCarthy deplored con- 
ditions arising from “the concen- 
tration of financial power in the 
hands of a few who manipulate 
the markets of the world and the 
wealth of nations at their own 
caprice to the immense harm of 
the masses.” 

These. “economic sovereigns” 
acquire wealth “according to the 
unfair methods of modern busi- 
ness” and in a fierce struggle for 
power, as well as money, use it as 
they see fit, Father McCarthy 
charged. But, he warned: 

“There is to be a redistribution 
of the wealth of the nation. And 
let not autocratic capitalism de- 
ceive itself that this will not hap- 
pen.” 


RUSSIANS DEPLORE FAILURE 
OF ATHEISTIC PROPAGANDA 


The Bolshevist attack against 
Faith in God is meeting with great- 
er obstacles than those-in power 
could ever have foreseen. 

The Russian people are offering 
silent, but strong opposition to 
atheistic propaganda. An indica- 
tion of this fact is furnished in a 
report published prominently by 
Neuland, the organ for the atheis- 
tic movement, in a recent number. 
The report is signed by Obesht- 
chuk, secretary of the Union of 
Military Atheists, 

“In recent times,” the report 
complains, “the work of the U. M. 
A., with the press has considerably 
decreased. The absolute majority 
of the Councils and the U. M. A. 
have delegated no comrades for 
the press. The result was that the 
volume of the anti-religious press 
has fallen, that lectures from anti- 
religious literature are arranged on 
very rare occasions only, that lo- 
cally almost no propagandists or 
newspapermen are at work.” 

And, in a so-called district re- 
port to be found in the same num- 
ber of Neuland it is said: 

“. . . Of the 85 teachers in our 
Uran district there is not a single

These scientific investigations 
will be renewed now and in a form 
even more solemn than in the past. 
For this reason it has been decided 
to constitute an International Com- 
mission for scientific studies of the 
Holy Sindon. For this purpose an 
important meeting has been held in 
a salon of the Episcopate at Turin 


under the presidency of His Emi-| 


nence Maurice Cardinal Fossati. 
There were assembled many illus-. 
trious scientists, 

The object of the meeting was 
to form an international committee 
for scientjfic research relative to 
the Sindon. 

Besides the groups of scholars, 
special honorary committees will 
also be formed. The result will be 
published in five languages: Latin, 
French, Italian, English and Ger- 
man. 


PRIEST IS JAILED 
FOR OPEN-AIR MASS 


The Rev. Luciano Rovelo has 
been sentenced by the Judge of 
the District of Durango, Mexico, 
to three months in prison and a 
fine of 20 pesos for having cele- 
brated Mass in the open-air in the 
vicinity of a place called Plutarco 
Elias Calles, near the city of Du- 
rango. The owner of the land, 
Lazaro Quesada, who wanted the 
Mass celebrated as a blessing for 
his’ fields, received the same sen- 
tence. 

The District Judge based his 
sentence upon violation of the Law 
of Cults which prohibits external 
worship.

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Made Possible By 
Canceled Stamps 


Paris.—Abbe Chagny, director 
of the Apostolic School of Mont- 
melian in the Diocese of Beauvais, 
makes no bones about confessing 
that his school “was built out of 
old stamps.” 

This remark is a little mislead- 
ing for the building is actually of 
stone but it was paid for entirely 
as the result of a campaign waged 
by charitable persons who were 
indefatigable in their work of col- 
lecting old stamps. 

It is ten years since Abbe 
Chagny assembled in a humble 
abode at Montmelian some poor 
boys destined to the apostolate. 
It was a wish to enlarge their 
home and to make it more com~ 
fortable that led Abbe Chagny to 
send a letter to a Paris paper ask- 
ing its readers to collect stamps 
for him. His appeal was heard. 
All told Abbe Chagny has received 
about 38,250 pounds of stamps, or 
about 306,000,000 of the little 
vignettes. 

Every day his collaborators are 
engaged in classifying them. They 
have found thousands of compara- 
tively rare stamps which were 
used either in making up valuable 
collections or, at least, were offer- 
ed for exchange. At present the 
rare stamps are being offered as 
a reward to anyone sending in ex- 
change a lot of cancelled French 
stamps. 

With the funds that have re- 
sulted from these operations, he 
has built a four-story, commodious 
dwelling, very comfortably fur- 
nished and surrounded by gardens 
with large trees and flowers.

Homicide in general is forbidden 
by the natural law and by the 
positive Divine law. The prece 
“Thou shalt not kill,” is intende 
for all and must be obeyed by all 
without exception. Directly, delib- 
erately and on one’s own authority, 
to take the life of another person 
is an unjust invasion of the rights 
of the individual, of the State and 
of God. Civilized society is unani- 
mous in its condemnation of such 
a deed, and almost universally 
punishes . wilful acts of murder 
with death. 


An individual may lawfully take 
the life of another only when the 
other person is unjustly, here and 
now, actually assailing, or about 
to assail, his own or a third per- 
son’s right to life, or to property 
of great value, or to virtue; in 
short, only when he is forced to 
act in self-defense. Life belongs 
to man in the limited sense that 
it is his to possess, to enjoy and to 
protect against all unjust attacks. 
Individuals, therefore, who assail 
man’s right to life do so at their 
own peril. Life is so precious a 
gift that man may take such 
means to save it as are necessary, 
even to the extent of causing the 
death of an unjust assailant. Of 
course, no man may licitly inflict 
more injury on his assailant than 
is required for legitimate  self- 
defense. What one is justified in 
doing for himself in this matter, 
he may do for another provided 
‘that he is certain that the attack 
‘on the third person’s life is un- 
‘just, and that there is no other 
iway of saving him except by kill-

Usnally it is déath that snatches 
mother and father from helpless 


~ babies and dependent little children. 


If God summons, He has definite 
plans. Though His ways are not 
always fathomable, the Chris- 
tian dares not question His wisdom. 
Hence, if God deprives the babe in 
the cradle, the toddler, and the 
little girl and boy, of parents when 
their love, protection, and material 
care are most needed, it is conclu- 
sive that He intends such children 
to be tenderly provided for by a: 
Christian society. But not always. 
is the separation occasioned by 
death. Sometimes parents unnat- 
urally abandon their children. On: 
occasions, civil authorities deprive 
unworthy parents of their offspring, 
for the reason they would pervert 
rather than protect these little 
ones entrusted to them by the 
Saviour. : 

But whether death, cruel indiffer- 
ence, or sin, come between parent 
and child, the Catholic Church has 
from the beginning had a special 
care for its orphans. This solicitude 
extends the year round. But at 
Christmas particularly, do the} 
Catholic people, as a body, respond 
to appeals for orphans. The re- 
sponse is indicated by the generous 
contributions at the Masses, when 
all collections are devoted to the 
support of the orphans, as in the 
cease of our diocese. It is also 
revealed by the interest shown by 
Catholic societies. The Knights of 
Columbus are usually alert in giv- 
ing a Christmas benefit; also, they 
frequently have a Christmas tree 
for the children in their district. 
Concerted action produces splendid 
results. A new impetus should be 
felt towards this most appealing 
charity in this very hard year, when 
economic distress has made deep 
penetration. 

As is true of every devoted 

riest, our Bishop-Editor carries in 
his heart a most tender solicitude 
for all children, and a special love 
for the orphans. It was not surpris- 
ing then when we received a brief 


‘instruction, reading: 


“Urge the societies (and all 
our people) to do something 
special during the Christmas 
season for the orphans.” 

The short sentence from Bishop 
Noll should carry more potent in- 


‘@uence than the whole of our edi- 


torial. But we do wish to add our 


-own pleading that you remember 
Jonely children. These little ones 


who are deprived of a sharing in 
the glories of mother-love radiat- 
ed by their mothers, and who are 
without the strong affection and 
full protection of their fathers, 
should enlist our affectionate in- 
terest and move us to practical 
sympathetic expression. 

Remember, the hearis of these 
children yearn for the pleasures, 
the joys, and the home delights that 
your own revel in. Do not forget 
that baby fingers, curled in space, 
long to cling to hands that love 
them and respond to their childlike 
trust. Be aware that growing 
bodies must be well nourished if 
they are to be strong and vibrant 
with health. And they must be 
elothed, if they are to preserve 
health and decency. 

Love and sympathy spring from 
the heart. These qualities are spir-

t is in the nature of a woman 
Ba ges homelife. It is provi- 
dentially designed that she should 
yearn for a protector, and long for 
a life-companion. Nature, when not 
interfered with by false standards 
and sinful living, also makes the 
woman timid and modest. The pure 
girl does not boldly seek a husband. 
But the sensible maiden does not 
isolate her charms. God can, but 
not often does He work miracles, 
and out of the Wonderful Nowhere 


let. fall an eligible husband. Hus- 


bands are usually acquired through 
social contacts. Hence, a girl is 
sensible if she modestly paves the 
way, by associating with the right 
sort of people; meaning good, re- 
spectable Catholic folk, where she 
will be given the opportunity of 
meeting both men and women and 
forming pleasant friendships. From 
alarge acquaintance of desirable 
Siena. it is likely a husband may 
present himself. 

A number of normal girls have 
inquired of us if we think it right 
to pray for a husband. The answer 
is: If a maiden feels matrimony to 
be her vocation, it would be impro- 
vident not to pray’ for a virtuous 
spouse. One prays for grace to 
save the soul, for courage to meet 
life, for fortitude in sickness and 
adversity, for material success 
(God willing and it being good for 
the soul), for happiness, but most 
of all for the power of loving God 
and serving Him. Now, if marriage 
is one’s vocation, grace is certainly 
needed to prepare for the state; aid 
is imperative for the finding of the 
partner to the vocation; and where, 
we would ask, should one seek that 
help excepting from God, Who gave 
the vocation? 

Hence, it is not only right and 
proper, but it is really urgent that 
girls place their lives in the care 
of God; that they pray earnestly 
for good husbands (God willing 
such for them), and that they may 
be guided in their choice, so they 
may obtain a companion who will 
De an inspiration to right living, 
and a leader in the struggle 
through temptations and trials. 

So we suggest now is a good 
time to begin to prepare for your 
vocations. This is the season to tell 
God, through Mary, of your holy 
dreams. But in the telling, do not 
overlook resignation. There may 
not be enough men—real good ones 
—to go around. Even if it is your 
vocation to marry, if you are rest- 
ing in the care of God, you will be 
happy and can attain sanctity 
without marriage. Hence, this cau- 
tion: Leave it all to God. Some 
other good girl may need a husband 
worse than you do—maybe without 
him, she would lose her soul. This 
contingency is mentioned, only that 
you may not become restless, and 
wonder why God is slow in answer- 
ing your prayer. 

Pray with confidence. Pray with 
resignation. Pray perseveringly. 
But live right in the meantime. 
Keep pure. Cultivate virtue. Make 
others happy. Live your life in God. 
Then no matter what comes— 
whether it be a husband, or a lone- 
ly waiting—you will be contented. 
More, you will be God’s friend and 
His cherished child. And if you 
have God, even a wonderful hus- 
band sinks into insignificance. (This 
eomfort for the disappointed—a 
bouquet of spiritual fragrance and 
a definition of virginal joy!) 


God Is Not A Tyrant 


There are three classes of Cath- 
olics: . 

(a) The devout, who serve God 
faithfully, and with true liberty of 
spirit. 

(b) The scrupulous, who try to 
serve God, and usually do so, but 
painfully. 

(c) The indifferent. This latter 
class is divided into two parts: The 
wilful sinners, and the lazy Catho- 
lics who are not so sinful. There is 
possibly more hope for a resurg- 
ence of piety and practical expres- 
sion of Faith and Love from sinners 
than there is from the lukewarm— 
those of whom the Scriptures write 


/ 


that they are neither hot nor cold, 
hence God will vomit them out of 


His mouth. Humanly speaking, | 


it is not pleasant to be ignored. One 
had almost rather be openly offend- 
ed—even insulted—than to - be 
pointedly overlooked. Is it any 
wonder, then, that God promises to 
have no interest in such—the 


ignorers! 3 

But it is the second class with 
whom we are chiefly concerned in 
this writing. We wish with all our 
heart that we could formulate a 
rule that would guide these uncer- 
tain souls, who are perpetually in 
spiritual hot water. In a state of 
continuous unrest, they permit no 
one else near at hand to enjoy full 
peace. A genuine cross to them- 
selves, they daily offer the cross to 
their neighbor. 

As we have written before in 
public, and through private corres- 
pondence, we realize that scrupu- 
losity is a state induced by one of 
several causes. Among the sources 
of the malady are: 

1. A temporary test of a soul by 

God. This is a spiritual trial, to be 
borne patiently until God in His 
mercy lifts the cloud. It is and 
should be regarded as a spiritual 
tryout—a proving of the _ soul. 
Many of the Saints were thus test- 
ed. Devout souls through the ages 
have thus suffered. 
Submission to spiritual direction, 
patience in temptation, full confi- 
dence in God’s grace, and a steady 
fixing of the will in the Will of 
God, reinforced by fervent prayer 
and the Sacraments, will see the 
soul through the test. 


2. Pride and self-sufficiency. A 
dependence upon self; a refusal to 
accept the advice and decision of 
the spiritual director; a lack of 
childlike simplicity; a.poverty of 
humility feed such scrupulosity. An 
ounce of simple love of God, a gram 
of utter dependence upon God and 
admission of one’s own incapacity 
when left unsupported by grace, a 
fraction of open humility which ac- 
knowledges faults and sins with 
sorrow, but with surprise that one 
has not done worse, realizing hu- 
man weakness, and a joyful pursuit 


of God, are worth more than sev-|. 


eral tons of introspections, weigh- 
ings of sins, dark thoughts, and dis- 
couragements, all of which deprive 
the soul of Catholic liberty of spirit 
and prevent its progress in virtue. 


3. The physically sick, whose 
toxic condition poisons the blood 
stream and prevents clear reason- 
ing and sensible conclusions. This 
is not to say that such people are 
out of their minds. They are not. 
But they are in a fog which renders 
them incapable of seeing straight 
with respect to spiritual matters. 


But such need not lose hope of! 


betterment. If they cannot see 
clearly, they have a free-will to 
accept. Their remedy lies in abso- 
lute obedience to their spiritual di- 
rector, and complete submission to 
his advice. As their physical mal- 
ady clears, their spiritual judgment 
will increase; that is, if they have 
submitted to spiritual guidance. 


4. Then, there are the neurotics. 
Such need plenty of sleep, a quiet 
but busy life—preferably some out- 
door manual endeavor, or at least, 
much physical exercise—and to con- 
centrate on serving others and for- 
getting self. This thought-of others 
should be spiritualized and the 
whole of their activities offered to 
God. If such keep busy, turn their 
thoughts outward instead of in- 
ward, and have recourse to fre- 
quent Holy Communion, after an 
honest, brief, and sorrowful Con- 
fession, they will be amazed to find 
nerves learning their correct func- 
tions, and that life is real and vital, 
and not a state of fret and fumes. 

We have a very real sympathy 
for the scrupulous soul. It is for 
this reason we have written in de. 
tail, attempting to relieve many 
who have sought our aid, and hop- 
ing to reach others who are similar- 
ly distressed, though they have not 
revealed their disturbances to us. 

It is our most earnest prayer that 
these anxious ones may taste the 
sweetness of the Catholic religion 
during this holy season of Advent. 
It is our hope that these souls may 
learn humility and childlike sim- 
apa from the Babe of Bethlehem

NOTLD PHILOSOPHER 
SPEAKS AT NOTRE DAME 


Professor Etienne Gilson, mem- 
ber of the University of Sorbonne, 
Paris, and affiliated with the In- 
stitute of Medieval Philosophy at 
Toronto,, Ont., Canada, addressed 
the faculty and student body on 
the evenings of Dec. 7 and 8, and 
discussed the relation of theology 
and philosophy to the unity of 
Christendom. 

The first lecture was given in 
the auditorium of the John F. 
Cushing engineering building. 
Prof. Gilson treated the subject 
of “The Primacy of Theology and 
the Unity of Christendom”, from 
a historical viewpoint. Starting 
with the petition in the Lord’s 
Prayer, “Thy Kingdom Come,” 
the professor showed the historical 
attempts made by famous men to 
unite the world into a human so- 
ciety for the purpose of working 
toward the common end, “eterna!

The second discourse was given 
in Washington Hall on the campus 
and the subject was “The Disrup- 
tion of Christendom and Its Fu- 
ture.” It was the speaker’s opinion, 
that when theology and philosophy 
Were separated, the medieval unity

At the beginning in- 
credulity and derision prevailed; 
but afterwards all had to bow be- 
fore the indisputable sincerity and 
candor of the girl. Then began the 
visitations of pilgrims to the spot, 
the first church rose and all the 
world was full of the name of 
Lourdes, which took its place 
among the most celebrated Sane- 
tuaries of Christianity, not only 
for the grandeur and. splendor ‘of 
the buildings, but also for the 
crowds, who come from every part 
of the globe to nourish their souls 
and implore the health of their 
‘bodies in that place sacred to 
Mary. 

The attention of the scientifie 
world is drawn there no less than 
the piety of the faithful and a spe- 
cial office for medical verification, 
attended by eminent doctors, has 
been instituted near the Grotto to 
observe the miracles and the 
graces that the Queen of Heaven 
dispenses to those who have re- 
course to her with faith. Every 
year, in dozens arrive “hospital 
trains” at Lourdes from all ‘parts 
of the world. Among the faithful 
there has beeri formed a special 
body of “brancardiers” to assist 
and transport the sick. In every 
| pilgrimage the invalids are placed 
along the path of the procession of 
the Blessed Sacrament, with which 
the pious exercises of the pilgrims 
conclude, and at the passing of the 
| Sacred Host, they recite their peti- 
tions for relief,

Jacomet, on the contrar , expect- 
ed deception, and issued i i at 
once, that his subordinates were to 
keep Bernadette under constant su- 
pervision.

Nevertheless he kept his pro- 
mise; and on Monday morning, 
February 22nd, Bernadette was 
sent to school with strict instruc- 
tions to keep away from the Grotto, 
Despite Jacomet’s invective, she 
still longed to return there, and 
only her great sense of obedience 
kept her away.

Almost on the point of entering, 
she felt herself blocked by “an in- 
visible barrier.”

Finally, as though swept 
away by an insuperable force, she 
turned and fled down the path that 
encircled the Fort, making for Mas- 
sabieille by a route which should 
spare her the unwanted publicity. 
Her precautions were in vain. The 
gendarmes fell in behind her, and a 
small crowd of women and children 
had soon collected round her at the 
Grotto. 

She knelt in prayer. She prayed 
with all the ardour of her soul. But 
this time no heavenly smile came 
to light up her features. The Lady 
did not appear. 

Broken-hearted, she wandered 
back slowly to the Moulin de Savy, 
where she poured out her grief to 
her mother. She could not under- 
stand. “I am not disobedient,” she 
pleaded pitifully: “I could not resist 
the force which drew me.” And yet, 
if it was not as a punishment for 
disobedience, why had the Lady 
withheld the glory of her counten- 
ance? 

The problem is perhaps as insolu- 
ble to us, as it was to Bernadette. 
Perhaps it was but God’s way of 
breaking down the ban, while yet 
respecting the authority that had 
imposed it. Plain folk would not 
easily accept Bernadette’s plea: she 
had disobeyed, and if the vision was 
from Heaven, did not deserve its 
renewal. It mattered little if, for 
their sake, her heart was wrung:

Per- 
haps too, it was God’s way of 
smashing forever the hypothesis 
of hallucination. If the visions of 
every other day had been the fruits 
of hallucination, there was no evl- 
dent reason why her diseased Im- 
agination should not have function- 
ed to-day, when everything seemed 
to be in f2vour of a vision. That she 
had not seen, when she had every 
expectation of seeing, was indica- 
tion, if not proof, that to-day for 
the first time there was nothing 
to see. 

Bernadette, however, ignorant of 
God’s workings in her regard, felt 
only the bitterness of the blow. It 
had been hard enough to be for- 
hidden the Grotto: it was a thou- 
sand times harder to be denied the 
vision that charmed her thither, 
even despite her will.

She lis- 
tened with an expression of pro- 
found respect. At times, a shadow 
of sadness passed over her face, 
but her habitual expression remain- 
ed one of great joy.” (Cros, op. cit., 
Vol. I, pp. 228-29). 

“The ecstasy,” he records else- 
where, “lasted about an hour. To- 
wards the end, the visionary ad- 
vanced on her knees from where 
she was praying, to a point under- 
neath the eglantine which hung 
from the rock. There she recollect- 
ed herself, as for an act of worsip, 
kissed the earth, and returned, still 
on her knees, to the spot which she 
had just left. Her face glowed with 
a final radiance, and then, gradual- 
ly, smoothingly, almost impercep- 
tibly, the rapture faded, faltered, 
and was gone....At last she 
rose, rejoined her mother, and was 
lost in the crowd.” (Estrade, op. 
cit., p. 93.) 


Asked afterwards to what she}: 


had listened with such rapt atten- 
tion, Bernadette replied that the 
Lady had confided to her three sec- 
rets, which concerned no one but 
herself, and which she was not at 
liberty to divulge. Many were the 
efforts made, during the course of 
her life, to break down the barrier 
of this secrecy, but Bernadette who 
combined supernatural prudence 
with natural wit, in more than or- 
dinary measure, was a match for 
all comers, and succeeded in carry- 
ing her secrets with her to the 
grave, or rather, shall we say, to 
Heaven. 

Her public self-abasement, which 
had so profoundly impressed the 
crowd, and broken the proud spirit 
of Estrade, had its sequel at the 
eighth apparition on the morrow, 
Wednesday, February 24th. The 
general features of this vision were 
the same. The ever-growing crowd 
noted again the radiant smile which 
denoted the advent of the Lady, and 
the waves of sadness which from 
time to time broke upon the tran- 
quility of their communion. This 
time, perhaps, the note of sadness 
prevailed. Her arms fell listlessly 
to her sides, and tears streamed 
down her cheeks. She crept on her 
knees up the slope, kissing the 
ground in abject humility as she 
went, and prostrated herself finally 


below the eglantine. She looked up|* 


and listened, and then, turning with 
a sigh towards the crowd, murmur- 
ed in a voice which but few could 
hear: “Penance! Penance! Pen- 
ance!” (Thus Estrade (op. cit., p. 
97). (Cros, however, who maintains 
that Bernadette’s voice was never 
audible during her ecstasies, claims 
February 26th as the probable date 
of this Call to Repentance, and says 
that she did not reveal its content 
until after the ecstasy) (op. cit., 
Vol. I, p. 295). 

The solemn silence which follow- 
ed this moving scene, was rudely, 
almost grotesquely broken, at this 
point, by the irruption of an officer 
and private of the gendarmerie. 
One of them, indeed, had already 
shaken the visionary by the shoul- 
der, when an ugly murmur from 
some burly quarrymen in the crowd 
made him decide that diseretion 
was the better part of valour, and 
that he had better retire whence he 
came. 

The ninth vision, which took place 
on the morrow, Thursday, February 
25th, was marked by an incident 
which introduced a new era in the 
history of the Grotto; it was the 
day of the discovery of the miracu- 
lous spring. 

Pushing her way through the 
crowd of 500, which had already 
collected round the Grotto, Berna- 
dette knelt at the usual spot, and 
began her prayers. She was soon 
rewarded by the reappearance of 
the Lady, though without being 
rapt thereby into ecstasy. Towards 
the end of the first decade, she be- 
gan, on her knees, to mount the in- 
cline leading to the interior of the 
Grotto, and continued thus until she. 
reached the aperture which com- 
municated, on the inside, with the 
niche.

He 
asks for only ONE day out of 
seven for Himself. Of course We 
must obey and serve Him every 
day, but the “Lord’s Day” is all 
too. short for the faithful Catholic 
to thank his good God for the 
blessings bestowed. All week long 
men and women are distracted by 
work and plans and worries. They 
even offer these to God, and He 
accepts the offerings. To “rest” on 
the Lord’s Day and bask in the 
sunshine of His loving kingdom is 
welcomed each week by all God- 
fearing Christians. 

Grow up in this spirit like good 
children. Do not consider your 
full duty done after you have at- 
tended Holy Mass. The day is well 
begun, but only half done. A day 
is more than an hour, and Sunday 
is the “Lord’s Day.” Be generous 
with Jesus. Let Him form the 
major part of your Sunday plans, 
Even at the risk of missing a 
show or some fun, keep the Lord’s 
Day HOLY. Do not be lured by 
the example of those around you 
who know not God. The effect of 
such example would be the insidi- 
ous work of the evil spirit.

Impressive Tribute 
Paid Msgr. Ryan at 
Testimonial Dinner 
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Washington, D. C.—Distinguish- 
ed ecclesiastics, famous states- 
men, representatives of labor and 
a large group of other prominent 
citizens joined last Friday evening 
in paying an impressive tribute to 
the Rt. Rev. Msgr. John A. Fyan, 
Dean of the School of Sacred Sci- 
ences of the Catholic University of 
America and Director of the De- 


tional Catholic Welfare Confer- 
ence, for more than a quarter of 
4 century of unceasing effort in 
the cause of social justice. 

The occasion was a testimonial 
dinner which followed Mser. 
Ryan’s solemn investiture as a 
Domestic Prelate of His Holiness 
Pope Pius XI. 


All through the early morning 

asses a vast crowd of communi- 
cants responding to the expressed 
wish of the prelate prior to his 
death received holy Communion. 
It was estimated that at the Mass 
celebrated by Bishop Joseph El- 
mer Ritter Tuesday morning that 
more than 4,500 men, women and 
children received Holy Communion 
as an observance of general Com- 
munion day through the diocese of 
Indianapolis in memory of the 
bishop. 

The Most Rev. Joseph Chart- 
rand, 63, bishop of the Indiana- 
polis diocese, died peacefully in 
his rooms at the rectory of SS. 
Peter and Paul’s cathedral, 1347 
North Meridian street, shortly 
before 7 p. m. December 8th. 


Seated in a chair clothed in the 
red robes of his office, Bishop 
Chartrand breathed his last after 
receiving the last rites of the 
church from the Most Rev. Elmer 
J. Ritter, bishop of Hippus and 
auxiliary bishop of the Indiana- 
polis diocese. 

Bishop Chartrand’s death came 
at the end of one of the greatest 
days in the calendar of the Church 
—the feast of the Immaculate 
Conception. He heard confessions 
and celebrated one of the Masses 
and was active about the church 
all day. 

Death, according to Dr. Thomas 
E. Courtney and Dr. Alan L. 
Sparks, who attended him when 
he was stricken shortly after 5 p. 
m., was due to acute dilation of 
the heart. 


Bishop Chartrand, who had been 
ill for more than two years, re- 
tired to his room in the evening, 
where he suddenly became very 
ill and summoned members of his 
household and the physicians. 

Chancellor in Attendance 

Present when he died, in addi- 
tion to Bishop Ritter, were Msgr. 
Joseph M. Hamill, chancellor of 
the diocese; the Rev. George Dunn 
and the Rev. James Hickey. 

The bishop’s death. on a feast 
day was regarded as a singular 
coincidence by Bishop Ritter, who 
said: 

“He died as he would have want- 
ed to die—at the end-of one of the 
holy days of the church,” 


Born in St. Louis 

Born in St. Louis, the son of 
Joseph and Margaret 5S. Chart- 
rand, descendants of an old French 
family, on May 11, 1870, Bishop 
Chartrand later became one of the 
youngest priests ever Ww be or- 
dained in America, He began his 
remarkable career under the care- 
ful tutelage of his religious par- 
ents. 

During his school years, he as- 
tounded his teachers by his bril- 
liancy. He spoke three languages 
fluently and distinguished himself 
as an orator. | 

He received his first education 
in the Jesuit school in St. Louis, 
from which he went to Milwaukee 
to receive his theological training. 
He also attended the Jesuit college 
at Insbruck, the Tyrol. 

His first entrance into the 
Church in Indiana came when he 
returned to this country and en- 
tered St. Meinrad’s seminary in 
southern Indiana as a teacher. At 
that time he was only 19 and too 
young for ordination.

Men Are Children 
of God and Rebels, 
Asserts Fr. Gillis 
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Have Divided Nature 

“They cannot understand that in 
virtue of our divided nature,” 
Father Gillis continued, “some- 
times we must bury our face in 
the dust and at other times look 
our God in the eye: one moment at 
the Communion rail we thump our 
breast and cry, ‘Lord, I am not 
worthy,’ but the very next instant 
we pray, ‘Lord, come into my 
heart and make me one with Thee.’ 
On certain days at certain services 
we chant Miserere but on another 
day we shout Alleluia. Unreason- 
able? Contradictory? Not to 
those who understand the com- 
plexity of human nature, the con- 
flict in the heart of man. Only to 
those who think of man as all one 
sort of thing and nothing of an- 
other sort, all angel and no an- 
imal, or all animal and no angel, 
will our faith or our practice seem 
bewildering. 

Is Tissue of Paradoxes 

“Truly the Christian religion is 
a tissue of paradoxes. And the 
greatest paradox of all, if I may 
say so with infinite reverence is 
Christ Himself. ‘I am a worm and 
no man,’ said He, and yet with a 
whip of cords and with the more 
stinging lash of His wrath He 
drove the money changers from the 
temple. “Turn the other cheek,’ 
said He, but when the servant of 
the high priest smote Him on the 
face, He said with superb self- 
possession, ‘If I have spoken evil, 
give testimony of the evil. But if 
good, why smitest thou Me?’ ‘He 
was led like a lamb to the slaugh- 
ter, not opening His mouth,’ but 
He needed not to open His mouth: 
His silence made King Herod 
squirm upon his throne, and put 
Pontius Pilate at a disadvant-

SAINT AMERICUS.--- 
THE FORGOTTEN SAINT 


St. Americus was the son of St. 
Stephen, king of Hungary about 
the year 1000. Stephen married 
Gisella, sister of St. Henry, Ro- 
man emperor of the Medieval Ger- 
man empire. The parents named 
their son after his unele, St. 
Henry, which in Hungarian was 
Emmerich. This in turn was latin- 
ized into Americus. Amerigo Ves- 
pucci, was chistened Americus, 
which italianized to Amerigo. He 
wrote an account of his naviga- 
tions in the newly opened waters 
of the western hemisphere. Wald-. 
seemueller, the map-maker, hav- 
ing learned of the newly discover- 
ed world through the book of 
Amerigo Vespucci, signed the new 
world with the name Amerigo. 
Other map-makers copied the 
same and expanded it as the new 
discoveries brought more inform- 
ation, but the name of Amerigo 
clung to the new shores. Thus it 
happened that America was named 
after a saint. 

St. Americus (his name is spelt 
Emericus in the Martyrology), 
was born in the year 1007. He re- 
ceived his early education in the 
household of Bishop Gerard. 
Shortly after his marriage to a 
princess, he died, at the early age 
of 24 years. Fifty-two years later 
he. was canonized together with 
his holy father, St. Stephen. 

The king had planned to lay 
down the reins of government, 
and make his son the ruler of the 
people. But six days before the 
coronation was to take place, 
Americus died and his soul took 
its flight to the glory of heaven. 
His example admonishes us _ in 
these days of depression to ele- 
vate our minds and hearts to 
heaven. In the meantime he will 
not fail to aid those by his power- 
ful intercession, who lack even the 
necessities of life in this our coun- 
try, for he is aware that we are 
named after him Americans. So 
let. us turn in these days of great 
need to the forgotten patron saint 
of America.

nationally known. Success has made 
him cautious. Perhaps the knowl- 
edge that he is on his homeward 
trip with American recognition in 
his pocket, and the remembrance 
that he has been burned in effigy 
‘a few times while he was “away” 
land called a “traitor” in more than 
one communist editorial, has made 
him unwilling to risk any further 
‘diminution of his triumph by a 
visit to the Vatican. 


When Rusians get over the 
“shock” of complete religious liber- 
ty granted to Americans, the time 
may be ripe for negotiating a 
Soviet-Vatican concordat. Mr. Lit- 
vinov would probably not object to 
adding that feather to his diploma- 
tie crown, while the Catholic 
Church takes religion too seriously 
ever to withdraw from pressing her 
rightful claims of which she has 
been unjustly deprived. 


An opportunity for Catholics 
gifted musically is the composition 
of Catholic hymns. Congregational 
singing is bound to become an im- 
portant feature of church services. 
During missions, the holy hour, 
benediction, it has become so custo- 
mary that it attracts no attention. 
In churches which have adopted the 
practice, services are better attend- 
ed, and Catholics feel that they 
are taking a more active part in 
the services. The Church wishes it 
so and extends her full ecclesiasti- 
cal approval to the “liturgical 
movement” which is a more active 
participation of the laity in the sac- 
rifice of the Mass. 


With hardly a single exception, 
the Church possesses the most 
beautiful hymns ever composed. She 
also possesses some of the worst. 
Some of the hymns that you hear 
occasionally in our churches might 
have been better composed by an 
eighth grade school girl. Inspira- 
tion, surely, is not lacking. What 
is felt by many to be a deeply- 
needed want is a great hymn in the 
vernacular. If you want an exam- 
ple of such a hymn, you might take 
“Holy God We Praise Thy Name.” 
No one has heard a packed church 
sing this hymn, or joined in with 
it himself, without feeling little 
“electric shocks” chase themselves 
up and down his back. That is the 
test of a truly great hymn. 


M. A. Clarke, proprietor of a 
market in Ossining, New York, 
tells your writer that he has served 
the last meal to every condemned 
criminal in Sing Sing prison for 
the past fourteen years. On the 
morning of his execution, a menu 
is presented to each criminal and 
he is allowed to order anything he 
wishes. Turkey is the usual choice 
of meats. The cost of the meal 
for three persons recently exe- 
cuted in the electric chair amount- 
ed to $18.87. 


Facing death, the condemned 
man does not EAT. He either 
picks at the banquet set before 
him, or gives it away to surviving 
friends, 


Mr. Clarke says it is difficult to 
see the death scene and not be 
affected. The condemned man 
usually succumbs to the shock of 
fear. His muscles become rigid. 
He is half carried to the chair. 
The “last moments” usually re- 
quire about four, between leaving 
the cell and the official pronounce- 
ment of death. “I always say a 
prayer for the poor fellow,” says 
Mr. Clarke, “no matter how bad 
he was.” 

The average man shrinks from 
seeing such a sight as we have 
described. But the important 
thing is not how a man, even a 
condemned criminal, dies, but how 
PREPARED is he to die. 


‘Death by hanging or in the 
electric chair is often a blessing 
in disguise. Many criminals, con- 
demned to death, repent their sins, 
receive the sacraments, and die 
fully prepared. A large number 
ask to become Catholics, proving 
the saying that “It"is easy to die 
a Catholic, but hard to live a 
Catholic,”

prived Nestorius of his bishopric 
and excommunicated him. The Papal 
supremacy was proclaimed in terms 
that were to be repeated at the 
Vatican Council 1440 years later, 
when the doctrine of Infallibility 
was defined. 


Like most of the Doctors, St. 
Cyril was a prolific writer—in bib- 
lical exposition, sermons and let- 
ters, on the Blessed Trinity, and 
against the Emperor Julian the 
Apostate and Nestorius. Of great 
personal courage, though somewhat 
headstrong, St. Cyril held his See, 
despite the disorders of the times, 
for thirty-two years, and died in 
444.

She left them in consternation.

Frankly, the aspect of her mud- 
stained face was not calculated to 
charm the wavering believer. It 
was not meant to. It was meant to 
do exactly what it did, to humiliate 
Bernadette publicly, and in the 
hour of her triumph.

In 
either instance, the spectator who 
came to be pleasantly thrilled, 
would leave unpleasantly shocked: 
but that is his fault. 

To Bernadette it did not matter 
one iota. She was not “play-acting” 
for applause, nor posing to im- 
press: that much, at least, should 
have been glaringly evident. .Com- 
pletely devoid of all human respect, 
she was simply doing as she was 
told, and asking no questions, She 
was at all events sincere. And 
there was as little reason for doubt- 
ing her sanity: her very unconcern 
should have sufficed to make such 
an imputation untenable. To those 
who had eyes to see, Bernadette’s 
humble obedience had but one in- 
terpretation: God was directing her. 
Not for the first time in history, He 
had sent His ambassador “to call 
sinners to repentance.”
